Graphic’ Account of a Trip Into a Re- 
gion Where Fortunes Are Lying 
Dormant, Waiting for Mills 
and Railroads. 


CORSICANA, Tex., Dec. 29.—Mr. George 
tH. More, for several years a merchant in | 
this city, but Who a short time ago sold out 
his business here to look after his cinnubar 
Interests in Brewster County, writes the 
following letter to a friend in this city from 
Marfa under date of Dee. 17: 

1 have to Terlingua and back; and 
as I promised, now for my experience. From 
this point to Terlingua there is a semi- 
weekly matl carried in a stage, or what is 
oftener a buckboard. The party having the 
contract, or rather subcontractor, is a full- 
blooded Mexican and knows but little of 
English. Still I had intended taking my 
chances with him, but when I called at his 
Stable I was told that all the seats were 
taken, which I had reason to be thankful 
for after I knew what would have been 
my fate on the way. But to be plain, his 
first stopping place is at Alamido. There 
is what they call a hotel run by a Mexi- 
can family. Only one of the gang makes 
any pretension to speaking English, and 
while the board might pass in a push, the 
beds are said to be filthy in the extreme. 
His second stop is at a camp, but it, like the 
Hotel de Alamido, bears anything but an 
enviable reputation for cleanliness. All 
this I skipped by the seats being full. I 


then hired a private rig from Aitkins, his 
brother playing the part of driver and 
having for company J. W. Bell, one of the 
large mine owners. We pulled out of 
Marfa Friday morning at 8:40. 

By 1 oclock we had reached Hotel de 
Alamido, 35 miles from Marfa. Here we 
stopped for dinner and we got enough to 
keep our stomachs from aching, but little 
more. I’m afraid if I had to feast (7?) every 
day as I did there my figure would soon 
LareVy cast a shadow. At 2:30 we set sail 
for McGuire's ranch, 35 miles away. His 
ranch is located about a mile and a half 
from the main road. This turning off point 
we reached at just 7 o'clock, too dark to see 
the trail that led to his home, but having 
a good stock of matches along, a little 
thing like that did not stop us. Mr. Bell 
and myself in advance of the hack with a 
box of matches each blazed the way for the 
rig to follow. How we ever got there is 
to me a puzzle. Up hill and down dell, a 
hard road in daylight, still we got there, 
and at 8 o’clock, having trgaveled 70 miles 
with one team in less than 12 hours. After 
a good supper we piled into bed, thankful 
we had had sense enough to skip the ter- 
rors of the Prairie Hotel and enjoy the 
comforts of our friend’s ranch home 

After an early breakfast we “‘lit out’’ for 
Terlingua; while the road to this point had 
been fair—from here to the mines it’s a 
terror—guess it’s as good as conditions will 
allow, considering that at points it had to 
be blasted out the side of mountains of 
rock or seek the dry bed of some creek. 
It’s a constant up and down, with many 
jumping-off places in its makeup. We got 
through all right, reaching camp at 4 p. m. 
Thirty-three miles over such roads tin eight 
hours’ time is what I call excellent time. 
A full description of the mines, their na- 
ture and their extent I will have to leave 
to my next or a personal description, but a 
brief word as to what is being done. 

With the exception of the Marfa and 

Mariposa Mining Comapny = everybody 
is sitting with folded hands waiting for 
something to turn up. They have got their 
properties in nearly every case secured by 
annual assessment work. They have gone 
sufficiently into the ground, if I dare call 
conglomerate of 
rotten rock and hard ore) to see what they- 
have; to go further means expense with- 
out any immediate return, as they have no 
means at hand to reduce the ore and to 
ship it is out of the question. The nature 
of the country and roads forbids the 
thought of it. What the camp needs and 
must have ere much development can be 
made is a toll furnace or a company with 
the necessary means to erect such and 
the ore at essay value. A fortune 
awaits the man or men that will make 
the investment, and thus only can the 
small owner be able to handle his mine. 
True they are all holding on in the hope 
that some day a railroad will tap the dis 
trict and make their investment a paying 
ome. 
You can hear of wonderfwl discoveries ot | 
oils, gold and silver mines,.etc., in the 
neighborhood, but I was not able in my 
short stay to run a single one to earth. 
Still they may all be here, for if the won- 
derful confusion of mountain hills, mounds 
and canyons have not mineral wealth then 
the Lord made them in vain, for the surface 
would not feed-a goat unless he could get 
along on cactus and daggers. 

The two great problems to solve: are: 
First, a furnace to handle the ore; and, 
secondly. the solution of the’ water prob- 
lem.

NO MONEY FOR PpoOsST-MORTEM 
EXAMINATIONS. 


Appropriations for Urgent Purposes 
Entirely Gone and the Health De- 
paftment Has Appealed to 
the Comptroller. 


The funds for the purchase of disinfect- 
ants by the health department are exhaust- 
ed and Assistant Health Commissioner 
Francis has notified Comptroller Sturgeon 
that unless more money is provided for this 
purpose during the month of January the 
city will be left without the material for 
checking the spread of diphtheria, scarlet 
fever and other contagious diseases. 

Mr. Francis has just’ countermanded by 
cable an order for a large quantity of for- 
maldehyde) placed with a German firm a 
few wee ago. The department wlil have 
to purchase a much smaller quantity from 
dealers “in this country, paying a higher 
price for the disinfectant. The department 
has been accustomed to purchase its sup- 
plies of this sort from Germany and in 
large quantities, thus saving money, ac- 
cording to Mr. Francis. 

In his letter to Comptroller Sturgeon, Mr. 
Francis states that the appropriation of 
$13,000 for disinfectants is nearly exhausted 
and that it cannot be made to iast longer 
than Feb. 1. he appropriation of the 
previous year was $14,000, which sum suf- 
ficed for the year, but Mr. Francis explains 
that the number of cases of diphtheria and 
typhoid and the number of houses fumi-

Committee of Citizens Seek a 
Change of Route. 


CALLED ON MR. WHITAKER 


WANT CARS RUN ON RUSSELL 
AND NINTH. 


Recent Changes Made by the Transit 
Company Not Entirely Acceptable 
to Citizens in Certain 
Localities. 


At 11 o’clock Saturday morning a com- 
mittee of South Side citizens called on 
President Whitaker of the St. Louis Tran- 
sit Co. to protest against the discontin- 
uance of the Cherokee division cars on 
Russell avenue and Ninth street. 

The committee, which was appointed at 
a largely-attended meeting at Union Cap 
itol Hall, Ninth and Allen avenue, Friday 


night, comprised Councilman  Charle- 
Kratz, P. J. Doerr, J. H. Schnettler, John 
Hi. Becker, Max Fritz, Fred G. Zachritz, 
C. E. Hannauer, Arthur Printz, Adolph 
Madera, Charles Hetzel, Oscar Fries, Will- 
iam H. Bolte, James O'Toole, Louis Mette, 
and Henry Westhus. 

‘The committee presented President Whit- 
-‘aker with a set of resolutions adopted by 
Friday night’s meeting requesting the res- 
toration of the old service on Ninth street 
and Russell avenue. Mr. Whitaker said he 
would consider the question. 

The discontinuance of the east-bound cars 
on Russell avenue and the north-bound 
cars on Ninth street are not the only inno- 
vations that have been made recently in 
the running of the South St. Louis divi- 
sions of the transit system. Radical 
changes have been made in the routes ot 
the Cherokee, Tower Grove and California 
avenue divisions. The Tower Grove cars 
from California and Gravois avenues to 
Twelfth and Clark avenues now largely 
run over what was formerly the California 
line’s route and .vice versa. The route ot 
the Cherokee division cars, going north, 
has been considerably changed, the cars of 
this division continuing north on EHigh- 
teenth from Cherokee to Lafayette and 
then reaching Eleventh and Park avenues 
via Lafayette and St. Ange avenues. They 
formerly came down Russell avenue from 
Eighteenth to Ninth street and along Ninth 
to Park avenue, thence back to Eleventh. 

The route of the cars on this division, go- 
ing south, has not been changed. 

reneral Manager Baumhoff of the transit 
company says the changes were made to 
shorten the time of these cars downtown 
and that the time has been materially les- 
sened, particularly in the case of the Cher- 
tokee division. 

The California avenue line in com- 
ing from Carondelet, formerly ran north 
as far as Geyer avenue on California ave- 
nue, but now turns off at Gravois avenue 
and runs east to the intersection with Vic- 
tor street, thence along Victor to Ejigh- 
teenth, north on Eighteenth to Lafayette, 
east to Grattan, north to Chouteau, north- 
west to Eighteenth, north on Eighteenth to 
Clark, east on Clark to Twelfth and down- 
town via the old route. Going south the 
route is the same as coming north. except 
that the south-bound track, on reaching La- 
fayette and Grattan, runs west to Missis- 
sippi, south on Mississippi to Gravols, west 
on Gravois to California, whence the route 
to Carondelet is the same as before. 

As the California line cars now turn east 
on the old Tower Grove division tracks at 
California and Gravois avenues, so the 
Tower Grove cars now turn north on the old 
California avenue tracks at the same point. 

he cars on the Tower Grove line in going 
downtown now run north co Geyer, east to 
Mississippi. north to Lafayette, east to the 
old City Hospital and then southeast over 
its old tracks to Eleventh and Park ave- 
nue and from there downtown over the old 
route. Going south. the Tower Grove cars 
run west on Park from Eleventh to Grat- 
tan. south to Lafayette, west to Mississinpl, 
south to Gever, west to California, south to 
Gravois and thence west over its oid line. 

The Cherokeé division, in going downtown. 
follows its old traeks to Eighteenth and 
Crittenden street, but, Instead of turning 
east there as formerly. now continues north 
on Eighteenth to Lafavette, then east to 
St. Ange, north to Park. east to Elevent} 
and downtown over the old route.

Says He Did Not Make Ac- 
cusations Fairly. 


WAR SCANDAL REOPENEC 


MUCH PRAISE FOR GENS. EAGAN 
AND SHAFTER. 


Former Secretary of War Writes a 
. Magazine Article. Reviewing His- 
tory of the Canned Beef 
Agitation. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 28.—Gen. Russell A. 
Alger, former secretary of war, will have 
in article in the next issue of the North 
American Review on “The Food of the 
Army During the Spanish War,” in which 
he will pay his respects to Gen. Nelson A. 
Miles in a vigorous denunciation, and praise 
Gens. Shafter and Eagan. 

After pointing out as significant the fact 
that Gen. Miles declined to be sworn in 
giving his testimony before the committee 
appointed to investigate the conduct of the 
war. Gen. Alger will say: 

“Although the commission had been sit- 
ting nearly three months, the charges with 
respect to canned and refrigerated beef 
were now made for the first Pe, and, 
stranger and more unsoldierly stil, during 
all those months, with this pretended 
knowledge of facts, which, if they existed, 
should have been made known to the sec- 
retary of war for the protection of the 
army, Gen. Miles never mentioned the sub- 
ject. Nor did I ever hear a rumor of chem 
ically treated beef being purchased for the 
army until the general's testimony was 
given before the commission. 

‘“‘Not content with these grave and scan- 
dalous charges, thus made public for the 
first time before the war investigating 
commission, Gen. Miles permitted himself 
to be interviewed on the folowing day at 
Cincinnati, O., where he made _ similar 
charges. 

“The allegations that unsuitable food, not 
a part of the legal ration, had been fur- 
nished to the army under pretense of an 
experiment, and that refrigerated beef, 
treated with poisonous chemicals, had been 
and was being supplied to our army of 
275,000 men, were indeed serious, implying, 
as thev did, crimina! incompetency on the 
part of the commissary department, if not 
wi'lful negligence and dishonesty. . 

“Upon Commissary-General Charles P. 
Eagan the charges fell with the suddenness 
and: sharpness of a blow from an assas- 
sin’s Knife out of the dark. Gen. Eagan 
had been an officer of the regular army 
for, 88 vears, He had risen from a sec- 
ond Heutenancy to the highest rank in the 
eoMmissary dcpartment ‘2 which his am- 
bition could aspire. Gallant and fearless 
on the battlefields of the Civil war and the 
hostile Indian plains of the West, he had 
a record for soldierly qualities of which 
any officer might well be proud. With en- 
ergy, honesty and zeal he had adminis- 
tered his department during the war with 
Spain, a fitting climax to a long and hon- 
orable career in the service of his country. 

‘‘No other supply bureau of the army has 
excelled the commissary department in 
promptness, efficiency and successful ad- 
ministration during the war. I never en- 
tered the war department, whether early 
in the day or late at night, and called for 
the commissary-general that he did not 
report at once. I never gave him an order 
that was not immediately carried out to 
the letter. Indeed, his zeal and anxiety for 
the soldiers in camp and field were so great 
that his efforts in their behalf, during the 
long and weary days and nights of the hot 
summer, nearly resulted in his prostration 
from overwork. 

“The charges of Gen, Miles, made so pub- 
licly and so positively,'and the manner in 
which they were for the first time made 
known, seemed to Gen. Eagan, in his nerv- 
ous condition, the more magnified and hor- 
rible. Upon hearing them he pitifully ex- 
claimed, ‘Gen. Miles has crucified me upon 
. cross of falsehood and misrepresenta- 

on! 

_ While admitting that the suspension of 
Gen. Eagan on account of this language 
was unavoidable, Gen. Alger will lament the 
incident in the foltowing language: 

“The language of Gen. Eagan could not be 
overlooked. He was tried by court-martial 
for conduct unbecoming an officer and a 
gentleman, and for conduct to the prejudice 
of good order and military discipline; of 
three charges and specifications he. was 
found guilty and recommended to be dis- 
missed from the service. The sentence of 
the court, however, was commuted to sus- 
pension from rank and duty for six years, 
until his retirement. ' 


“The suspension of Gen. Eagan from the 


functions of his office until his retirement | 
stripped the service of an honest and able | 


officer. His court-martial was not the out- 


come of Gen. Miles’ charges, but the result | 


of intemperate and unmilitary language 
conceived in an indignation pardonable, per- 
haps, in its excess, but unpardonable in its 
mode of expression.”’

SWEPT BY DESTRUCTIVE SEAS. 


MANY DISASTERS REPORTED 


Great Loss of Life Rumored and Ship- 
ping Suffers Heavy Damages—War 
Ships Nearly Wrecked. 


LONDON, Dec. 29.—A terrific gale is 
raging about the coasts of England and 
Ireland, and shipping is suffering a trem- 
dous loss. 

As the wires are down at all 
where information of the extent of the 
havoc wrought would be available, par- 
ticulars of the rumored disaster are not 
reported. 

The British ship Pegasus, Capt. Bailey, 
| from San Francisco, Aug. 17, went ashore 
|at Lavernock Point. She was later pulled 

off and most of her crew saved. 
| The chief disaster was the wrecking of 

the four-masted ship Primrose Hill, out- 
ward bound from Liverpool, which went 


ashore near Holyhead. Thirty-three were 
' drowned. The solitary survivor was thrown 
by the sea on the rocks, where he was 
mutilated before he was rescued.

The convention is held under the auspices 
of the Populist party, and is presided over 
by Jo A. Parker of Louisville, chairman of 
the executive committeee. It is nagjonal in 
its scope,'and it is expected its action will 
be ratified by all the parties who are to 
profit by it. 

When Chairman Parker issued the call for 
he meeting he sent out invitations to prom- 
inent members of other reform parties, 
asking them to participate in the meeting 
and assist in formulating a plan for the 
promotion of unity. 

The conference began Saturday morning 

and will last until turday night. 
_its most distinguished member is Prof. 
George D. Herron of Chicago, who some- 
time ago resigned the chair of political 
econemy in Iowa College because of his 
intense socialistic views. Prof. Herron made 
an address in which he advocated unity of 
action on the part of reformers. He ad- 
vised the formaticn of a party to be known 
as the American Socialist party. He de- 
clared that all forms of socialism would be 
merged in it. 

Prof. Herron'’s views were not altogether 
pleasing to some of the Populists who feel 
that their name should be retained, and a 
prolonged debate ensued. Nothing: resulted 
from it save a ruling that all other parties 
except the Populist should have their say at 
the morning conference and that the Popu- 
list would discuss the proposed union at 
the afternoon session. In the evening the 
various parties will meet again to discuss 
the work of the day jointly. 

In addition to Prof: Herron, the Socialists 
were represented by Leon Greenbaum and 
E. Val Putnam, St. Loulsans. They sup- 
ported Prof. Herron's views. Sheridan 
Webster of St. Louis spoke for the Union 
Reform party, pledging his organization to

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Bip CONVICTS ON PLANTATIONS. 


‘The State of Louisiana is about to undertake a new solution 
of the convict labor question. 

Formerly the convicts have been leased to contractors, but 
the many abuecs of the system have aroused the humanita- 
rian sentiment of the people, and a radical] change is ordered. 

The penitentiary board is authorized to invest in lands, two 
large plantations having been already purchased. On these 
1000 convicts will be employed in the cultivation of cane, cot. 
ton, corn and kindred products. Another 1000 will be worked 
by the State on the levees and within the prison walls. 

The plan has its advantages. The employment of convicts 
in road work is discountenanced by many humane persons on 
the ground that it exposes an unfortunate, though offending 
élass, to the public gaze, and needlessly advertise their degra- 
dation. On plaitations they would be, to a considerable ex- 
tent, sheltered from observation and yet be forced to culti- 
vate self-respect by hard work. 

It is a vexed question which occupies the thought of hu- 
manitarian workers, labor unions and students of prison ad- 
ministration. Whether or not the Louisiana experiment is 
wise and expedient can be determined only by the result.

A FRANCHISE TAX LAW DEMANDED. 


Governor-elect Dockery’s vigorous expression in favor of a 
franchise tax law in, the course of an interview published in 
Friday's Post-Dispatch leaves no uncertainty as to his posi- 
tion in the matter. 

What will the Democratic majority in the Legislature do? 

Franchise taxation is the issue which must be met. The 
popular demand for it is overwhelming. The burden of public 
expense, resting so heavily upon the taxpayers who cannot or 
will not dodge, must be readjusted by imposing a fair share 
upon this species of property, which has hitherto escaped 
almost scot frée. 

The Forty-first General Assembly is expected to respond to 
public sentiment and pass an effective measure to this end. 
The logic of the lobby which, in the past, has been so con- 
vincing, must be refuted by adherence to plain duty. 

The responsibility is upon the majority. If, as Mr. Dockery 
says, “genuine Democracy has always favored this class of 
legislation,’’ the Democratic members must prove the gen- 
uineness of their Democracy by promptly passing a franchise 
tax law. If they do not they cannot escape the severest cen. 
sure of the Missouri Democracy and the condemnation of just 
men of all parties.

N answer to the question, ‘“‘What do you 
| consider essential elements of success 
for young men standing on the thresh- 
old of a business career?’ I would say, 
first, a young man should carefully con- 
sider what his natural bent or inclination 
is, be it business or professional; in other 
words, take stock of himself and ascer- 
tain, if possible, what he is best adapted

Having entered upon it, then let him pur- 
sue the work in hand with diligence and de- 
termination to know it thoroughly, which 
can only be done by close and enthusias- 
tic application of the powers at his com- 
mand: strive to master the details and put 
into it an energy directed by strong com- 
mon sense, s0 as to make his services of 
value wher2ver he is; be alert and ready 
to seize opportunities when they present 
themselves. 

Next to the selcction of occupation 1s that 
of companions. To every young man I 
would say, seek at the start to cultivate 
the acquaintance of those only whose con- 
tact and influence will kindle high purposes, 
as | regard the building of a sterling char- 
acter one of the fundamental principles of 
true success. The ability to restrain ap- 
petite, passions, tongue and temper, to be 
their master and not their slave, in a word, 
absolute self-control, is also of first im- 
portance; one who cannot govern himself 
is unfitted to govern others. 

Eeonomy is one of the most essential ele- 


'ments of success, yet most wretchedly dis- 


regarded. The average young man of today 
when he begins to earn is soon inclined to 
habits of extravagance and wastefulness; 
gets somehow imbued with the idea that, 
irrespective of what he earns, he must in- 
dulge in habits corresponding to those of 
some other young man simply because he 
indulges or imagines he cannot be manly 
without. The 5, 10 or 15 cents a day that is 
squandered, while a mere trifle apparent- 
ly, if saved would in a few years amount 
to thousands of dollars, and go far toward

reer. 

A young man should aim to be manly and 
self-reliant; make good use of all. the 
spare moments; read only wholesome 
books; study to advance his own interests 
as well as those of his employer in every 
possible way. 

I would not have young men believe, 
however, that success consists solely in the 
acquisition of wealth—far from it—as that 
idea is much too prevalent already... The 
haste to »vecome rich at the expense of 
character prevails to an alarming extent 
and cannot be too severely denounce. 
What is needed today more than anything 
else is to instil in the minds of our young 
the desire above all to build up a character 
that will win the respect of all with whom 
they may come in contact, and which is 
vastly more important than a great [{or- 
tune, MARSHALL FIELD.

FATHER OF LACROSSE DEAD. 


Dr. rs Got t

W. G. Beers Got the Game From 
Canadian Indians. 

MONTREAL, Dec. 29.—Dr. W. G. Beers, 
who is dead here, was the father of the | 
modern game of lacrosse, which, originat- | 
ing in Montreal, has spread over all Anglo- | 
Saxondom., 

When a young man he noted the possibil- | 
ities in the game which was then played | 
in a rude fashion by the Indians pf the 
Caughnawagha and St. Regis reserves, and 
after reducing it to a system, with recog: | 
nized rules and a limited number of play- 
ers, he interested the young men of Mon- 
treal in it, and it sprang into public favor 
so rapidly that within a few years it was 
regarded as the distinctive national game 
of Canada. 

He took a lacrosse team to Great Britain 
and Ireland in 1876, and introduced the 
game there, where it still flourishes. The 
team gave an exhibition before the Queen 
at Windsor Castle. Dr. Beers was a well 
known contributor on sporting and ath- 
letic matters to various magazines and was 

at one time prominently identified with the 
Danadian militia.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—The return to 
this city today of Capt. H. W. Howgate, 
after serving a term for embezzlement from 
the government, ends one of the most in- 
teresting criminal and romantic incidents 
of Washington life. 

It has always been believed that higher 
officials than Capt. Howgate were im- 
plicated in his stealings of $100,900, but es- 


' caped punishment owing to their political 


influence. 

After fourteen years of pursuit by’sécret 
service agents, Howgate was captured and, 
in. 1895, convicted and sentencéd to serve 

t years.in prison. Good behavior has 
uced this time. 
In 1876 Howgate was made the disbursing 
weather bureau, and four 
years later it was found that he was short 
more than $100,000, and that he had forged 
the name of the treasurer of the Western 
Union Telegraph Co. to vouchers. 
owyate was then in Michigan. He was 
brought to Washington, released on $40,000 
bail and ran away. It was hoped by many 


that he would never be captured. To the 
' gurprise of every one Howgate voluntarily 


returnéd after an absence of a year.

THE BUSINESS YEAR 


BRADSTREET’S REVIEW IS SOME- 
‘WHAT OF ROSY HUE.

COMPARISONS ARE FAVORABLE 


Increased Failures Not Surprising and 
More Than Compensated for in Enor- 
mous Increases in Some Lines. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—Bradstreet’s, in its 
issue today, will say: 

The business year 1900 was not*so good 
as the optimists had hoped for, but, on the 
other hand, it failed to justify most of the 
pessimistic predictions with which the ad- 
vent of a year of a presidential election was 
greeted. In some respects, indeed, it would 
seem as ff it suffered because of close com- 
parison with a year of such enormous ex- 
pansion and intense activity in all branches 
of trade, speculation and industry as 1899, 
rather than because of any special defects 
or shortcomings of the year itself. In many 
respects, indeed, and measured by different 
standards, the closing year of the century 
has witnessed many gains over 1899, though 
it is probable that the entire turn over, 
measured in dollars or in profit, was not so 
great as in the latter vear. 

If aggregate bank clearings be taken asa 
guide, then business was smaller, and yet 
if clearings at the great speculative center, 
New York, are deducted, an actual gain is 
shown in the rest of the country over 1899. 

In speculation in stocks undoubtedly a 
smalle~ business was done g the falling off 
from last year being probabiy one-fifth. 
Speculation in the cereals was less active, 
and the results in this line were certainly 
depressing to the bull element. 

On the other hand, cotton 
nessed the greatest speculation 
the highest prices paid for at least 
a decade. Crop yields were rather 
smaller as a whole, but it is unquestionable 
that the actual money value of the crops 
was far in excess of last year. Prices re- 
acted from their high point, but the de- 
cline was small as a rule except in iron 
and wool, and the break brought in new 
consumptive buying which had been dis- 
couraged by the rapidity of the advance in 

Mercantile failures were slightly more 
numerous and Habilities were fractionally 
larger than in 1899, but were far below re- 
cent previous years, and, if it be kept in 
mind that a new army of 25,000 men entered 
business during the year, the small in- 
crease in failures can be hardly regarded 
as significant. There were two great in- 
dustrial cOnflicts during the year, that of 
building hands at Chicago and of coal 
miners in Penusylvania, which tended, in 
conjunction with election uncertainty and 
textile mill shut downs, to check trade dur- 
ing portions of the year. but industry 
otherwise was quite active at good wages.
